The fact that the occupation 
was completed in such a short 
time indicated that the Allies met 
scant if any opposition. 

(The United Nations radio at 
Algiers said in a broadcast re- 
corded in London that the landing 
forces made contact with German 
troops after occupation of Taranto.) 

The landing place is approxi- 
mately 150 miles northeast of the 
advancing forward line of the Brit- 
ish Eighth Army on the Italian 
toe, and approximately 130 miles 
southeast of Salerno. 

The occupation of Taranto gave 
the British a chance of gaining @ 
foothold to control the western 
side of the entrance to the Adri- 
atic Sea for possible invasions of 
the Balkans,

Yanks Crush Attacks. 


Allied headquarters announced 
that theinitial groups of the Amer- 
ican Fifth Army had smashed five 
German counterattacks in beating 
down German resistance in the 


Naples area and had established |. 


strong beachheads from which to 
push the assault toward their first 
great objective in the campaign. 


American and British troops 
then pushed inland, it wag an- 
nounced, encountering strong Ger- 
man forces in the immediate vi- 
cinity of Salerno, 20 miles south 
of Naples on the Gulf of Salerno. 
They identified their opponents as 
the Sixteenth German Armored 
Division. 


The repulse of the sharp blows 

of the Nazis—aimed with charac-| 
teristic dash to throw the Allied 
invaders off balance at a critical 
stage in operations—indicated that 
Gen. Clark’s warriors had -weath- 
ered the first crisis of the bold 
campaign. 
Ventotene Island, 25 miles out- 
side the Bay of Naples and only 
70 miles south of Rome, a dom- 
inating feature in front of the 
Gulf of Gaeta, also had been 
seized. The Italian garrison sur- 
rendered, a headquarters com- 
munique said. Ventotene Island, 
about two miles iong by a mile 
wide, was taken in the early hours 
of yesterday morning by a diver- 
sionary force that landed there at 
about the same time as the first 
shock troops were going ashore in 
the Naples area. 

Under the guns of an Allied fleet 
commanded by V. Adm. Henry K. 
Hewitt of the United States Navy, 
the Allies poured a great addition- 
al force into the beachheads with 
the objective of lopping off° all 
Southern Italy. 

Germans Bomb Beaches. 


It was probable that the bulk of 
Gen. Clark’s force now was ashore, 
despite the strong reaction of the 
German armored forces and the 
attack at one time by about 40) 
German bombers, some of which 
succeeded in bombing the beaches. 

The whole operation had been 
aided by the lights going on again 
in Italy Wednesday night when 
Italy took herself out of the war 
at Germany’s side. 


The brightly lighted beaches and 
coast towns, after three years of 
blackout, guided Allied soldiers 
and sailors to the landing places. 

Hardly any antiaircraft fire was 
put up in the aerial warfare in 
the Naples area yesterday. Appar- 
ently the Italian ground defenses 
have folded up, leaving only iso- 
lated German anttfaircraft bat- 
teries. 

German planes loosed flares over 
beaches in the Naples area to en- 
able them to see the landing parties 
to bomb them. Allied night fight- 
ers took advantage of the light to 
pick out the German craft and 
shot down three Junkers 88s. 


Allied Air Activity. 


And, notwithstanding the armi- 
stice for Italy, the tremendous Al- 
lied Air Force bombed objectives 
heavily up and down the peninsula, 
smashing at roads leading to the 
Naples beaches, hurling tons of ex- 
plosives on rail bridges at Capua, 
north of Naples, and Cancello to 
the east, and many other targets in 
an effort to prevent the Germans 
from moving up their forces. 

Medium bombers hit railroad 
bridges and communication lines 
at Potenza and the landing ground 
at Scanzano, the communique said. 
Bombers continued their sweeps 
over Southern Sardinia. Night 
bombers attacked the railway 
yards at Grossetto last night. 
Eleven Axis planes were destroyed 
during the operations. Seven Al- 
lied aircraft were reported missing. 

American Liberator bombers, op- 
erating from Middle East bases, at- 
tacked the airport at San Nicola 
near Foggia, directly across the 
Italian peninsula from Naples, in 
daylight yesterday, a Cairo com- 
munique announced today. The 
nearby landing ground at Torto- 
tella also was attacked. Forty 
enemy fighters attempted to beat 
off the attack and nine were shot 
down, including six Italian 
Macchis. All the Allied raiders re- 
turned. 

Eighth Army. Advance. 


British Eighth Army has continued 
to advance, headquarters said, and 
has captured Pizzo, on the. west 
coast of Calabria four miles above 
Vibo Valentia where a British am- 
hibjous force landed early 
ednesday. 

Despite German resistance, both 
flanks of the British Eighth Army 
advanced along the eastern and 
western coastal roads. Heavy 
demolitions slowed up the advances 
to some extent, . 

In taking Pizzo, the British and 
Canadian forces in the south again 
resorted to the “leap-frogging” tac- 
ti¢s that have accounted for so 
many Allied advances along the 
shores of both Sicily and Italy. 

“This town was captured as the 
result of a successful seaborne as- 
sault,” the communique said. 

More than keeping pace with the 
west coast drive, the Eighth Army 
column on ‘the east coast has 
smashed northward and captured 
Monasterace Marina, eastern ter- 
minus of the transpeninsular high- 
way from Pizzo. This represents 
an east coast advance of about 20 
miles since the previous day. 

The Eighth Army was declared 
‘officially to be in full control of 
all the Calabrian peninsula south 
of the highway linking’ Gioia on 
the west coast and Locri, on the 
eastern shore 25 miles above the 
tip of the. toe.

The work of unloading ships and 
other naval .craft has continued 
“without intermission” ever since 
the first landing forces hit the 
beach at 4 a. m, yesterday, it was 
announced, 

“The first groups of the Ameri- 
can Fifth Army have successfully 
established their beachheads in 
the Naples area in spite of strong 
German resistance,” the conimuni- 
que said.

We 
have done a most extraordinary 
job of production, but it isn’t as if 
we had the enemy at our gates,” 
he said.

The general 
feeling among the farmers seemed 
to be one of weariness, Wallace

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RUSSIANS TAKE MARIUPOL 
IN SEA AND AIR LANDINGS 


Azov Port and Three 
’. Ukraine Capture 


Other Cities in South 
d in Advance to 


Within 60 Miles of Dnieper. 


— 


LONDON, Sept. 10 (AP).—Rus- 
sian troops have captured Mariu- 
pol, important Sea of Azov port 
about 55 miles west of Taganrog, 
Premier Joseph Stalin announced 
today in a special order of the day. 

The order, broadcast by the 
Moscow radio and recorded by the 
Soviet monitor, also announced 
the capture of Barvenkovo, Volno- 
vakha and Chaplino in a general 
cleanup of the Southern Ukraine. 

Mariupol fell as the result of an 
amphibious and air-borne opera- 
tion in which Russian seamen and 
airmen landed west of the town. 
Cossacks also joined in the attack. 

80-Mile in 3 Days. 

Chaplino, westernmost point of 
the four newly captured cities, is 
barely 60 miles from the great 
Dnieper power center of Dniepero- 
petrovsk. Volnovakha is on the 
Stalino-Mariupol railway about 33 
miles north of Mariupol and Bar- 
venkovo is about midway between 
Stalino and Kharkov, 

The fall of Chaplino marked a 
racing 80-mile advance in two days 
since the capture of Stalino and 
threatened to trap the retreating 
Nazis to the north and the south 
by cutting the roads to Dniepero- 
petrovsk and Zaporozhe — only 
bridges over the lower Dnieper. 

Third Port to Be Retaken. 

Mariupol’s capture returns to 
Russian hands all of the three 
large ports of the Sea of Azov— 
Mariupol, Rostov and Taganrog. A 
metallurgical center as well as a 
port, it is 100 miles from the rail- 
way to the Crimea. 

The special order announcing 
the gains did not say what the 
fate of the German garrison was, 
but many of the troops likely were 
trapped by the cut-off maneuver. 

The Cossacks, who also had 
helped encircle Taganrog Aug. 30, 
presumably broke through to Mari- 
upol from the northeast in co-or- 
dination with the gea and air land- 
ings to the west. 


REDS DRIVE ON KIEV 
ON 100-MILE FRONT: 


By HENRY C. CASSIDY 
MOSCOW, Sept. 10 (AP).—Red 
Army forces pushed across the 


Northern Ukraine’ today along @ 
100-mile front from Bakhmach to 
Zenkov in their advance on Kiev 
and the Germans’ main . defense 
line on the Dnieper River less 
than 80 miles away. 


A thrust in the center of this 
front was reported to have reached 
a series of small streams north- 
east of Romny, 133 miles east of 
Kiev. The right wing bore down 
from Bakhmach, whose capture 
was announced yesterday, from the 
northeast toward Kiev. The left 
wing, which has served as a base 
for an immense turning movement 
against Kiev, rested on Zenkov 
and the Psel River defenses, 


The immediate Soviet objective 
in the center was Priluki, 50 miles 
southwest of Romny and 81 miles 
east of Kiev. A breakthrough in 
this sector would create a direct 
threat to Kiev, the Ukraine capital, 
and shatter the German defenses 
to the southeast around Poltava 
and on the eastern bulge of the 
Dnieper. 


Bakhmach was captured in a 
flanking operation, which  in- 
volved crossing the Seim River 
and storming Borzna, 18 miles to 
the northwest. Possession of 
Bakhmach placed the Russians 
113 miles ‘northeast of Kiev on 
the Kursk-Kiev railway and latest 
dispatches indicated they were 
rapidly pushing on in the direc- 
tion of that important Dnieper 
base. Advance guards were re- 
ported within 80 miles of Kiev on 
both sides of the railway. 


Premier Joseph Stalin, in an- 
nouncing the capture of Bakh- 
mach conferred the name of “Kon- 
onop” on three divisions which 
stormed that Nazi base on Sept. 6, 


and the name. of “Bakhmach” on 


three others. which paved the way 
to yesterday’s victory.

He proceeded to reveal a few 
hidden chapters—from the German 
standpoint—of European history, 
and to take out a few of the skele- 
tons in the Mussolini-Hitler fam- 
ily closet. 

“Italy was bound by treaty to 
deciare its solidarity with Ger- 
many at once” at the outbreak of 
war, he said, but “the elements 
which have brought about the ca- 
pitulation today, prevented imme- 
diate entry of Italy into the war in 
1939.” ° 

Premier Mussolini was deter- 
mined to honor the treaty, he add- 
eg, but “I had to show understand- 
ing of Il Duce’s difficulties and 
did not press him. I left it to 
Mussolini not to enter the war at 
all, or to enter it at any time con- 
venient for him,” 

Turning to Mussolini’s fall, he 
charged Il Duce was ousted be- 
cause of his demands for more 
complete powers to carry on the 
war after his last meeting with 
Hitler at Brenner Pass, 

Hitler said he and Mussolini had 
never doubted the outcome of the 
war, but many German offers of 
help to its ally were refused by 
“certain of Italy’s rulers.” e 

He declared that North Africa 
would have been lost to Italy in 
1940 or 1941 but for German asaliat- 
ance.

Enemy Strength, Mostly in North, Perhaps 


Equals That in Any Comparably Sized 
Section of Europe.

MAND POST, Sept. 10.—The Ger- 
mans have massed extremely 
strong forces in Italy, undoubted- 


ly, and will fight stubbornly. The 
Nazi strength in Italy perhaps 
equals that assembled in any com- 
parably sized section in Europe 
with most of these forces situated 
north of Naples. ‘Resistance likely 
will be intensified as the Allies 
move closer to Rome, which if 
captured offers flying fields from 
which our planes could bomb Ger- 
many. 

British-American forces which 
landed in the Naples area are ex- 
pected to meet skillful and sus- 
tained resistance, despite Italy’s 
unconditional surrender. 

Italy’s collapse, however, is ex- 
pected to facilitate the ultimate 
Allied victory. 

New Complication for Nazis. 

Even the officers, who nego- 
tiated the armistice as representa- 
tives of Gen. Dwight D. Lisen- 
hower, are not prepared to pre- 
dict how far Italian military com- 
manders will be able to enforce it, 
but they are certain it will com- 
plicate Germany's military opera- 
tions, trying to defehd Italy. 

Essentially the armistice was 
granted Italy for one reason: we 
had nothing to lose and everything 
to gain by it, whereas the Ger- 
mans are certain to be the losers, 
regardless of exactly how it works 
out. 

The best possible thing, of 
course, would be for the Italians 
to turn their guns against the Ger 
mans, but, failing that, they can 
assist us greatly by hampering 


Nazi rail, sea and highway trans- 
portation, by general strikes, sabo- 
tage and non-co-operation, 

The armistice was announced 
nine hours before the invasion be- 
gan to give time for word to 
spread to Italian beach defense 
units, who it was hoped would 
throw down their arms and not 
oppose the landing. It was be- 
Heved the announcement would 
cause tremendous confusion in the 
German high command and not 
give them time to reorganize the 
beach defenses which mostly were 
manned by Italians. 

Germans Kept in Dark. 

Authentic sources think the Ger- 
mans had no advance knowledge 
that the negotiations were under 
way or the armistice was signed, 
otherwise they probably would 
have seized Premier Marshal Ba- 
doglio and set up an Italian Quis- 
ling government in Rome, 


For military reasons the terms 
of the armistice can’t be published 
yet but it can be said that thé 
Badoglio Government saw its prob- 
lem this way: 

Regardless of whether Italy sur- 
rendered or continued to fight as 
Germany’s ally it was certain to be 
invaded and its cities bombed 
either by us or the Nazis. Italy 

as caught in the middle and cer- 
tain to suffer, 

However, the Italian Government 
was convinced Germany was cer- 
tain to lose the war and therefore 
it was obviously better to  sur- 
render to us in the hope its suf- 
fering would be mitigated and the 
eventual peace terms would be less 
severe than otherwise. 

All in all it is believed that the 
surrender of Italy will greatly 
hamper the Germans and assist 
us but will not save us from a 
very hard fight against the Ger- 


mans in Italy.

NEW WARNING GIVEN 


CAIRO, Sept. 10 (AP).—Italian 
troops in Greece and the Axis- 
dominated Balkan countries were 
warned today that unless they re- 
turn home and surrender their 
arms to Allied soldiers they will 
receive no food or other supplies. 

The warning was issued by Gen. 
Sir Henry Maitland Wilson, Brit- 
ish Middle East commander, after 
he had learned that Gen. Carlo 
Vecchiarelli, commanding Italian 
garrisons in Greece, had ordered 
his troops to “have no dealings 
with either the Germans, British 
or Americans.” 

Gen. Wilson told a press con- 
ference here last night: “He'll get 
nowhere with that. policy. If the 
Italians persist in that policy, their 
food and all supplies can and will 
be shut off.” 

First Reaction to His Orders. 

Wilson had asked Italian troops 
in the Balkans to make their way 
home as quickly as possible, give 
up their arms to the Allies and to 
take possession by force of all 
fronts occupied by the Germans 
in the Dodecanese Islands. He 
broadcast his request from Cairo 
by radio Wednesday night. Vec- 
chiarelli’s instructions to his troops 
were the first reaction to his 
orders, Wilson said. 

Italian surrender, faithfully ob- 
served, would remove 65 divisions 
from the ranks of the enemy, Wil- 
son said. 

The impression prevailed in Cairo 
that things might move swiftly in 
the Balkans, where Italians are in 
considerable numbers. In Greece 
alone, it is estimated, there are 
between 20 and 30 Italian divisions.

Athens, but Vecchiarelli outranks

Questioned, Wilson explained 
that the British Eighth Army in- 
vaded Italy on the day the armis- 
tice was signed because there was 
no standstill orde: in the terms 
as there was in 1918. 

“How could there be when there 
were still Germans in Italy fight- 
ing?” he asked. 

Campaign Helping Russia. 

Richard Gardiner Casey, Aus- 
tralian who is Minister of State in 
the Middle East, told the press 
conference the Italian capitula- 
tion was a vindication of the pol- 
icy of pressing the Mediterranean 
campaign to its “logical conclu- 
sion,” and added that from the 
viewpoint of offering the greatest 
help to the Russians the campaign 
could be described as “the greatest 
success.” 

He said all arrangements were 
made in the armistice terms for 
getting back British prisoners of 
war, numbering about 59,000. He 
said most of them were in North- 
ern Italy, from Pisa up. 

Discussing the Italian colonies, 
Casey said the British militar; ad- 
ministration would continue until 
the peace conference, “although it 
may be possible to make greater 
use of the Italians in administer- 
ing.” 

Political terms of the armistice 
are still to come, Casey said. In 
answer to a question on the pos- 
sible fate of Cirenaica (Eastern 
Libya), he recalled Foreign Sec- 
retary Anthony Eden’s pronounce- 
ment that the Senussi (a Moslem 
brotherhood scattered all over 
North Africa from Tripoli to 
Egypt) would never be allowed to 
come under Italian rule again.

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BENNETT SAYS Hit 
SOUGHT TRANSFER 
OF FORD GRANDSON 


Personnel Director Testi- 
fies in Colman Trial He 
Went to Officers of 
Higher Rank. 


SELFRIDGE FIELD, Mich., 
Sept. 10 (AP).—Harry H. Bennett, 
personnel director of the Ford 
Motor Co., testified at the court- 
martial of Col. William T. Col- 
man, former base commander here, 
that he had sought the transfer 
to Selfridge Field of Lieut. Ben- 
son Ford, grandson of Henry Ford. 
He said he had never discussed 
the subject with Ford. 

He testified that he had gone to 
the office of Gen. Henry H. Arnold, 
head of the Army Air Forces, to 
get Col. Colman authority for mak- 
ing the transfer. Unable to reach 
Gen. Arnold, he said, he talked 
with Lt. Col. Thomas G. Lanphier 
in Arnold's office. 

Bennett testified also that he 
later asked Gen. Claire Chennault 
to effect the transfer of ford from 
Selfridge Field to San Francisco, 
where he could enter an officer 
training school. 

Co]. Colman, relieved of his com- 
mand here following the shooting 
of Pvt. William R. McRae, a Negro 
chauffeur, has been charged also 
with fraudulently arranging enlist- 
ments and transfers to Selfridge 
Field. 

Miss Ruth Hauser of Mt. Clem- 
ens, who was Col. Colman’s private 
secretary, testified that he once 
asked her if she did not have 
“some boy friend” she would like 
to have at the field. She said she 
replied that her cousin, Arthur J. 
Lyons of Detroit, soon was to be 
inducted and that she would like. 
to have him at the field. 

Col. Colman, she testified, tried 
to have .Lyons enlisted as a 
bandsman but the War Depart- 
ment denied the request. He was 
subsequently enlisted as a para- 
chute rigger and assigned to Self- 
ridge. 


SGT, FRANCISCUS IS HOME: 
WEARS PURPLE HEART MEDAL 


Sgt. Edgar Lindsay Franciscus, 
22-year-old St. Louisan, who enlist- 
ed in the Marine Corps shortly 
after the Pearl Harbor attack and

NAZI KHARKOV 


DEFENSE LINE 


9 MILES DEEP IN PLACES; REDS 
STORMED EACH GUN POST 


Enemy Strong Points Covered All Fields of 
Attack, Trench Encircled City—Germans 
Thorough in Destruction of Ukraine Center 


Before Fleeing.

WITH THE RED ARMY AT THE STEPPE FRONT, 


Sept. 7. (Delayed). 


ACH day 4n the communiques you read that the Red Army has 

captured a number of new, fortified points. It sounds relatively 

easy. But it isn’t. Here in the ring which the Germans built 
to defend Kharkov, we saw excellent examples of what this means. 


It takes the toughest kind of 
fighting. Almost each one of these 
positions must be stormed indi- 
vidually. They are the work over 
a period of months of the highly 
skilled, trained, German Army 
engineering organization, presum- 
ably of the so-called Todt groups, 
supported by labor which they 
mobilize ruthlessly and completely 
in occupied areas. 

Around the city itself they dug, 
er rather had the Russians exca- 
vate under Nazi taskmasters, a 
more or less continuous antitank 
ditch, almost 20 miles long. It 
Was a deep trench, with sheer 
walls, making use of every bit of 
natural contours. 

Details of Strong Point. 

Each height or cluster of bifild- 
ings that controlled the portion of 
this defense had been heavily for- 
tified. At Pomerki, for example, 
We saw one such position in a 
small oak woods. It covered the 
road that approached Kharkov 
from the north and was about 
three miles outside the city. 

A long, low building across the 
road had been made into a ma- 
chine gun post, protecting posi- 
tions from the east although it 
was the attack from this direction 
which ultimately succeeded in cap- 
turing it. A line of trees shielded 
the camouflaged, intricate net- 
work of trenches which were dug 
to the full depth of a man’s 
height. 

For each field gun or mortar 
battery there was an independent 
dugout, where the gun crews 
stayed. These dugouts were deep 
and covered with as many as eight 
or nine layers of logs and earth. 
Deeper in the woods, antitank 
guns were placed, ready to be 
moved along the forest roads 
wherever needed. 

It was not until Soviet mortar 
forces were within firing range 
of this resisting center that it 
could be attacked with any hope 
of success. Then, in a fey hours, 
they lobbed 4000 82-mm grtnades 
into it. Even then it was necessary 
te storm the positions as a final 
move. 

Just outside the village of Alexe- 
evka, on the northwest side of 
Kharkov, we saw another strong 
point which was not taken until 
the last Red Army charge early 
on the morning of Aug. 23, when 
the city fell. This was a hill, sur- 
rounded by an antitank trench. 
Its western flank was covered by 
the heavy forest that was one of 
the keys of the whole Kharkov 
defense system. 

To attack it the Red Army had 
to cross the railroad, then make 
its way over more than half a 
mile of open ground which was 
completely covered by machine- 
gun fire from dozens of positions 
cut in the lip of the hill. At the 
highest point there was a dugout 
for an observation point. A metal 
cylinder, inside which a guard 
could stand, protruded a few 
inches above the ground. A half- 
inch steel plate shielded it from 
above. 


Mortar Fire Effective. 

Mortar fire again was effective 
here, but it was greatly aided, 
the Colonel said, by storm avia- 
tion, chiefly by the familiar Stor- 
moviks. Evidence of their opera- 
tions was plentiful. At the base 
of the hill was a canning factory. 
One of the brick outbuildings 
had been a particularly trouble- 
some point. It was demolished by 
one direct hit. 

The ‘hill face and open ap- 
proaches were studded with bomb 
craters. Near one machinegun 
post bombs had fallen barely four 
feet to either side. It was not 
difficult to imagine what had hap- 
pened to the gun crew there. 

The Germans had counted on 
their lines near Belgorod as the 
main defense for Kharkov. We 
drove through them and heard a 
detailed account of their plan from 
Col. Ivan Vorobiev from the staff 
of Army Gen. Ivan Koniev, who 
commands this front, 


Defenses 7 Miles Deep. 


These consisted of four main 
zones covering a depth of seven 
to nine miles. The three forward 
zones were each more than a mile 
deep. In the first were battalion 
positions with attached light mor- 
tars. The second held regimental 
reserves, light artillery and heavy 
mortars. In the third were divi- 
sional reserves, with heavy artil- 
lery positions. 

The fourth zone, at the rear of 
the line, was a place to which re- 
treat might be made in an emer- 
gency. The interval between the 
forward zones was filled with in- 
termediate positions which could 
be held as protection for troops 
moving to rear lines. 

Between this powerful position 
and Kharkov were 10 other posi- 
tions designed for defense along 
the roads and on the heights 
around in villages. These the Red 


Army took in its stride, pushing 


the Germans back go rapidly that : , 


they often were not able to exploit 
them, 

During ‘the 10-day period in 
which the Russians were preparing 
for the final assault on the city, 
the Germans were so jittery tha 
once, on Aug. 14, they fired a por- 
tion of the city, then tried to put 
out the flames because they decided 
they could stay. 

On the night of Aug. 22, a few 
hours before they left, they made a 
final effort to destroy what re- 
mained of Kharkov. 


Destruction in City. 

They applied destruction with all 
the ingenuity of which the Ger- 
mans are capable, and now there 
is not much left of this city, which 
once had a population approaching 
the million mark and was the pride 
of the Ukraine, a great industrial 
center of tall, modern structures 
and surrounded by rich agricultur- 
al territory. 

Alexander Selivanov, chairman of 
the City Soviet, said no major fac- 
tory or industrial’ structure re- 
mained undamaged. Most of this 
is six months old. He said 60 to 
70 per cent of the city’s housing 
capacity had been destroyed. 

Engineers are checking the pos- 
sibilities of salvaging some of 
Kharkov’s public structures, but 
from the viewpoint of laymen this 
is a discouraging task. 

The Germans not only destroyed 
what they could, but tried to delay 
any future use of the city for as 
long as possible. Every type of 
mine has been found. About five 
of these were used against vehicles 
or tanks; 10 different types against 
persons, Some 73,000 mines already 
have been removed we were told. 

The ingenuity with which they 
were placed almost staggers imag- 
ination. In the Institute of Phys- 
ics, for example, there is a huge 
atom-splitting machine. This was 
found to be loaded with explosive. 
In at least one house, piano keys 
were found wired to a charge of 
powder. Steps, closets and stoves 
are all found to be hiding places. 

Warmer weather and summer 
clothing give Kharkov the at- 
mosphere: of having more people 
than in February after -the first 
German retreat from the city, but 
the population is actually about 
80,000 fewer. Selivanov estimated 
that it is now 250,000 persons. 
About 50,000 were left, he _ said, 
when the Red Army retreated last 
March. The rest are casualties 
from starvation, disease or Nazi 
law or those who escaped to near- 
by villages. 

The re-entry of S. 8. (elite guard) 
unfts last March was followed by 
several days of terror such as 
Kharkov never experienced during 
the earlier occupation. This time 
instead of demonstration hangings 
as warning, a large number of 
persons were simply taken out and 
shot. 

One move was an effort to dis- 
tinguish the Ukrainians as Aryans 
from “Asiatic” Russians under 
warped Nazi racial philosophies. 
Beatings on the streets were few- 
er. The food problem never was 
solved. Under Nazi occupation the. 
black market flourished with the 
active support of the German au- 
thorities, several persons said, 

Corruption among German oc- 
cupation officials seems to have 
been fairly prevalent. According 
to several persons, to pay 1000 ru- 
bles for release from the assign- 
ment of digging trenches was al- 
most a standard price. This 
ranged up to 10,000 rubles for es- 
cape from shipment to Germany. 

The Germans brought back some 
renegade Ukrainian officials who 
had previously been installed in 
office but, from all accounts it 
would appear that their efforts to 
establish anything like a normal 
civil government was fruitless. 
They also had no success in at- 
tempting to set up industrial ma- 
chinery. 

Through all this, Kharkov seems 
determined to live again. One often 
wonders how these smashed cities 
can ever be restored to anything 
like normal existence but there is 
an atmosphere here of much great- 
er confidence than existed earlier. 
It is perhaps best typified by road 
signs. 

These already point southwest 
to “Poltava.”

Competent Aids. 

Adm, Halsey has been fortunate 
in having equally aggressive com- 
manders to execute his offensives.

Daniel J. Callaghan, Adm, Ghorm- 
ley’s former chief of staff. Be- 
loved, white-haired “Uncle Dan” 
ran his flagship, the cruiser San 
Francisco, down a Japanese gantlet 
at Savo Island, losing his own life 
but gaining a victory and teach- 
ing the enemy the full meaning of 
the words, “Attack, Attack.” 

In the same month of November, 
1942, R. Adm. Willis A. Lee Jr. 
risked American battleships for the 
first time in the Pacific, taking 
them into the narrow Savo Island 
waters and gaining a smashing 
triumph.

Where Halsey will strike next 
is something the Japanese would 
like to know. Bougainville Island 
in the Solomons is, of course, on 
his little list, but Bougainville is 
just another stepping-stone’ that 
point so Truk and Tokyo. 

Last week’s raid on Marcus 
Island brought pleasant memories 
to Halsey, for he led the task force 
that struck Marcus and Wake 
early last year. He also command- 
ed the task forces which raided 
the Gilbert and Marshall Islands, 
and launched the bombing raid on 
Japan in April, 1942. 

Concerning his post-war plans, 
Halsey, who was born in Eliza- 
beth, N. J., and has his home in 
Alexandria, Va., says: “I want to 
retire and enjoy myself.” 

Meanwhile, he prepares for his 
second year, which may be Japan's 
last year. He has promised his 
sailors shore leave in Tokyo, and

T was an hour after daylight

Uprights Put in Place. 


T about 10 a. m., the huge up-

holes. Then they were brought 
upright by men on the banks, pull- 
ing on ropes tied to them. Simi- 
lar heavy timbers were slowly and 
cautiously worked out from the 
bank until their tops rested oh the 
uprights. 

A half-naked soldier, doing prac- 
tically a wire-walking act, edged 
out over the timber and bored a 
long hole down through two tim- 
bers with an air-driven bit.

which reports the Allied commander in chief as saying: 


Pricnting in the most important 


“You can’t hit a home run by 


bunting, ... The time has come to 


discontinue nibbling at islands and hit the Germans where it hurts. 


I don’t believe in fighting battles t 


o chase someone out of somewhere. 


Our object ig to trap and smash them.” 


Which is to say that Eisenhow- 
er’s present purpose is not so much 
to occupy Italy as it is to destroy 
the German Army in Italy. 


Latest advices from _ British 
sources, usually well informed, put 
the strength of that army at 18 di- 
visions, of which. nine are in North 
Italy, probably digging in, and nine 
others are strung out down the 
peninsula as far as a point 12 mniles 
north of Palmi, where German 
troops are reported in contact with 
Montgomery’s advance patrols. 
However, it would seem that the 
bulk of the German troops in South 
Italy, perhaps amounting to thaee 
or four divisions, may have been 
concentrated in the Naples area, 
where heavy fighting is reported 
between German forces and the 
American landing elements under 
the command of Lt. Gen. Mark W. 
Clark, 


This, plus the announcement by 
the United Nations’ radio at Al- 
giers that the Germans control 
Genoa, is about all the reliable in- 
formation there is as to the mili- 
tary situation in Italy, but it be- 
gins to take on a pattern when 
viewed in the light of Gen. Eisen- 
hower’s statement, If the Germans 
go on fighting Clark, they must 
put in more of the troops which 
are scattered along the peninsula 
at those “key points” which the 
Germans claim to be holding. 


Germans’ Risk. 


The greater the German concen- 
tration in the Naples area, the 
less they can do to defend the 
coast of the peninsula against an- 
other landing in their rear, The 
fact that Gen. Clark is in com- 
mand at Naples suggests, but does 


not definitely establish, that the 
troops going ashore there are part 
of the American Fifth Army. That 
does not mean the whole of it. 
Nor does it locate for us the vet- 
eran Seventh Army under Lt. Gen. 
George §. Patton. These troops, 
and the French, may yet make 
their appearance on the Italian 
battlefront. They may land farther 
up the coast, perhaps (as reports 
already suggest) at Leghorn or 
Spezia; they may land in the Ad- 
riatic. The Germans cannot be 
sure. 

But if we keep In mind the Al- 
lied objective, the trapping and 
smashing of the German Army in 
Italy, we may be sure that every 
element of strength we possess, 
and every advantage such as com- 
mand of the sea and the air, will 
be fully and vigorously exploited 
to the accomplishment of that pur- 
pose. Under the conditions stated, 
it is not possible for the Germans 
to make any real defense of the 
Italian peninsula without risking 
the loss of very many more troops 
than three or four divisions. They 
must either put in and risk losing

HAT is the outstanding fact 

W about the German retreats of 
1943—in North Africa, in 

Sicily, in Italy, in Russia? In 
every case the attacking armies 
which forced these retreats had 
marked air superiority. In every 
case this air superiority was won 
in combat. 

At first it was tough combat, 
with the equation of baftle fairly 
even. As time went on, however, 
the Germans proved unable to re 
place their losses, much less build 
up superior air strength. Present- 
ly our side had a clear edge, and 
after that the curve of our air su- 
periority went up swiftly. By the 
time the big land push began, we 
dominated the air quite one-sided- 
ly.. This made it possible for our 
strategic and tactical air forces to 
deal the enemy crushing blows. 

However bravely the German 
ground troops resisted the attack 
—and they fought hard on Sicily, 
in Tunisia, at Orel and Kharkov— 
victory went to the side with air 
superiority, as it has throughout 
this war.

In fact, the great lesson of this 
war is the modern military axiom 
that air power is the key to 4d- 
vance on the surface. All the Ger-~ 
man blitz campaigns illustrated 
this point. So did Japan's Asiatic 
blitz. By reversing the air power 
equation, we have reversed the di- 
rection of movement in the Pacific 
theater—and the advance from 
Alamein to Calabria is fresh evi- 
dence of the new doctrine’s sound- 
ness. In Russia, too, the ability of 
the Russian armies to push the

A TALE OF TWO DEPARTMENTS. 

The American nation desperately needs and des- 
perately lacks an adequate State Department in 
this hour of the shaping of its future, and it has 
become crystal-clear that the hour cries out for a 
Secretary of State with the vision to see the need 
and with the technical skill to do the needful. 

If any contrast were needed to make these facts 
stand out in high relief, it was provided by the 
report of the Chief of Staff of the United States 
Army, Gen. George C. Marshall—for the inspired 
advances which the Army has made since the nation 
entered its days of peril are precisely the advances 
which the Department of State should have made 
but has not. 

Two years ago, at the beginning of the period 
covered by Gen. Marshall’s report, five months before 
Pearl Harbor, the United States Army stood about 
where the American State Department stands today. 
It was inadequate afid unmodernized, and it was 
required to perform: tremendous tasks in an al) but 
impossibly short space of time, The Army was little 
enough known to the people, and the public esteem 
it commanded was short of notable. 

So far, the parallel with the Department of State 
is virtually perfect. But the Army has had to 
make its way against a drag that the State Depart- 
ment has not encountered. That drag was the feel- 
ing, held by probably a majority of the public and 
shared by too many members of Congress, that 
every opinion of the Army should be discounted 
for self-interest. The feeling was largely liquidated 
by Pearl Harbor, but every step the Army has ad- 
vanced since then has been made more difficult and 
more painful because of the failure of the public 
and the Congress to give early enough support to 
the Army's estimate of needs. 

Despite these heavy handicaps, despite the close 
to impossible size of the task, the Army has achieved 
the necessary in a way that must make our hearts 
lift with pride. Does anyone suppose it is irrelevant 


‘to the results that the man who gave this immense 


effort guidance from the top, the Chief of Staff, Gen. 
Marshall, is a specialist in the field, who has gtudied 
and: practiced the science of war for 50 years? 
Would anyone suppose that good results could have 
been achieved if the Chief of Staff had been a man 
appointed from. civilian life, who knew nothing about 
the Army organization and was not interested in 
learning, whose interest lay only in a single activity 
which, worthwhile as it was, constituted a fraction 
of the responsibility? 

Obviously, no one would expect anything of the 
kind, and yet that is just the miracle which the 
Department of State has been expected to pull off. 
Mr, Hull is a man of eminent respectability, and 
of deep earnestness. He is interested in one phase 
of the State Department's work, the phase con- 
cerned with reciprocal trade agreements. In this 
rather restricted field; he has worked with the devo- 
tion of a sealot, and has achieved fine results, for 
which gratitude is due him, But there his interests, 
and apparently hie capacities, stop. 

Mr. Hull is an amateur in the department, and, 
outside his chosen field, not a particularly interested 
amateur. “From the start,” writes Robert Bendiner 
in his book, “The Riddle of the State Department,” 
he addressed himee)f to certain chosen areas of 
operation, and for the rest delegated authority 
with a freedom that amounted almost to indif- 
ference. He is said, in fact, to have made his 
acceptance of the post conditional on his abso- 
lute freedom from personnel problems and re 
sponsibilities. 

Mr. Bendiner may, of course, be wrong, but the 
shortcomings that are appearing in the test of ac- 
tion are just as numerous and just as serious as 
if he were dead right. 

There have been periods in American history 
when Mr. Hull could have enacted very acceptably 
the part of Secretary of State, but the present period 
is not one of them. The demand of the times for 
greatness rises to the pitch of clamor in the Depart- 
ment of State. Too much is at issue there for us 
to accept anything less than the best. 

If we continue to tolerate the more intolerable 
shortcomings of the State Department, the nation 
will suffer; and the world as well. These short- 
comings are discussed by Joseph M. Jones, a former 
officer of the department, in an article in Fortune, 
excerpts from which are reprinted today in the 
Mirror of Public Opinion. The evidence presented 
in this analysis, as well as the whole accumulation of 
evidence to date, makes it patent that nothrng less 
than a major reorganization is imperative. 

The cobwebs and dust must be cleared away. The 
windows must be opened to let in fresh air. The 
door must be opened to the people. Lethargy and 
timidity must be shaken off. Our nation and the 
world demand international policies of flesh and 
blood, of boldness as big as the issues at staka, 
of vision as sweeping as the horizon round which 
we fight, of spirit dedicated to bringing tomorrow's 
rebirth out of today’s travail. - 

The kind of State Department we must have re- 
quires, above all, a Secretary with the will and the 
skill to do the whole job. A Secretary who will be 
to the Department of State what George Marshall 
is to the Army—a man trained by education and 
enabled by experience to perform a technical and 
complicated job. Do those specifications suggest a 
Cordell Hull, or do they suggest a Sumner Welles?

Storni is no champion of democracy, no accolyte 
at the shrine of civil rights. But he has watched, 


as a Foreign Minister should, the growing power of

Brazil; has advocated closer co-operation with the 
rest of the Americas in the interests of Argentine 
safety and economic weal. Ramirez, apparently, was 
willing to play along; is now equally willing to 
make Storni the scapegoat for an invited humiliation. 

No doubt, the General-President, self-made tyrant 
of the pampas, will manage to quell this and other 
ministerial squalls, go happily along his book-burn- 
ing way, continue to slap down critics as they come 
forward. He has not noticed, in weather reports 
from Europe, that September seems to be very warm 
for dictators. 
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A STAND IN THE PO VALLEY? 


All is not panic beneath the farrago of flashes and | F 


fustian that spills from Radio Berlin. After the 
first surprise of Italian surrender, the makers of 
big lies are at work again, Nazi propaganda now 
seems to have been organised to “divide and baffle," 


and so confuse Italian troops that they could not. 


turn on their one-time comrades-at-arms until some 
German resistance was organized. 

Word came Tuesday that Hitler and his General 
Staff were at variance over the action to be taken 
on once-friendly soil, The Generals, looking to 
alender Brenner. Pass, its rail lines already twisted 
by Allied bombs, feared another Cap Bon trap and 
were believed to prefer withdrawal beyond the Alps. 
A stand at the Po Valley now seems more likely, 
along a line drawn from somewhere below Turin 
to Ravenna. Escape to France would still be open, 
even with the Brenner gateway barred by Italian 
troops. If this is Der Fuehrer’s decision, he makes 
it for reasons less intuitive than military. 

The Pe comes tumbling down from Monte Viso, 
a torrent, to spread itself like a plume across a 
plain that is broadest and least tenable of all posa- 
sible Italian battlegrounds. But its defense, in terms 
of enemy casualties, would stain the plain as red as 
Cyprus wine, and lives are dearer to us, now on the 
offensive, than they have ever béen to Nazi war 
lords, Besides, the Italian boot-cuff wag tooled more 
heavily than ever for the making of essential Nazi 
engines after the first telling raids on Germany a 
year ago. * 

Hitler may think it wise to keep that production 
alive as long as possible, and exact a gruesome toll 
from the Allies before they can claim the whole of 
the peninsula. It may be that only flanking actions 
in the Adriatic, and a feeding of supplies to Greek 
and Yugoslav guerrillas, can uproot ag many as 18 
German civastene already standing fast across the 
valley. 

Bulgarian collapse in 1918 was followed swiftly 
by Turkish and Austrian capitulation; Italian col- 
lapse in 1943 may be the keystone for other sur- 
renders. Beyond Crete the British Ninth and Tenth 
armies stand ready in the Middle Hast. To meet 
them when they come, and are joined by guerrillas, 
are 1,200,000 New Order soldiers in the Balkans, 
two-thirds of them the creatures of wavering janis- 
sary governments—Hungary, Rumania and Bulgaria, 
whose baby King is the grandson of Victor of Italy. 

Hitler has good reason—by his villainous logic— 
to hold at the Po Valley, to delay, to transplant 
“elastic defense” from the Russian front, to take 
as well as measure out great losses, Time is the 
only ally left to woo. a 
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FULL STEAM AHEAD, MR. WALLACH. 

With County Prosecutor Stanley Wallach switched 
onto the right track by public clamor for an open 
trial of the squelched County Court scandals, it’s 
up to him to throw open the throttle and follow 
through his reinstatement of the embezzlement 
charges with dispatch and vigor.

Go ahead, Mr. Wallach ; the track ts clear. 
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Recent developments on the draft-father front have 
clarified the situation into a nice state of confusion 
worse confounded. 
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END OF THE ELK HILLS OIL DEAL. 

Cancellation of the one-sided Elk Hills deal, which 
promised huge profits to a private company at the 
expense of the Navy's ofl reserves, ia now legally 
complete, with the “President's approval of the agree- 
ment abrogating the contract. The action is the 
final stage in exposure and repudiation of the re- 
markably bad bargain which the Navy Department’ 
made with the Standard Oil Co, of California. 

Now comes the job of negotiating a new contract, 
and this will undoubtedly be done in the spotlight 
of public and official vigilance. Secretary Knox at 
first defended the deal, but later confessed that he 
had made a mistake while acting in good faith. Con- 
gress will have the duty of supervising the new ar- 
rangements for the reserve, to make certain that no 
more mistakes occur.

THE RUSSIAN BROOM SWEEPS ON. 

The spine-tingling news of Italy's capitulation has 
stolen the spotlight from two major defeats for Ger- 
many on the Russian front—recapture of the two 
important rail Genters of Stalino and Bakhmach, 

Capture of Stalino and sweeping of the Nasi locusts 
from the Donets basin means that Russia will be 
able to organize the great coal and industrial re- 
sources of this area for supply of her armies, that 
Nazi troops will be looking over their shoulders to 
the Dnieper River, their last strong defense line 
on Russian soil. 

With reverberations of this black news for Hitler 


‘still sounding, Moscow re-echoed to the booming 


salute of 124 guns—this time in celebration of the 
capture of Bakhmach on the Central front, Fall of 
that city, key to the German supply and communi- 
cations system in the Northern Ukraine, drove a 
wedge between Nazi Central and Southern defenses,

Our Antiquated State Department

Despite great chances for leadership, agency has fallen into low es- 
- teem with public, says writer; cites inefficient organization, archaic 
methods and internal feuds; Hull's methods and attitude also a 
factor; the President is urged to act and reform its functioning.

HE United States State Department has 
1 reached very nearly an all-time low in 

public esteem, Notwithstanding the 
personal prestige of the Secretary of State, 
the organization he heads has only to be 
mentioned in almost any circle, American 
or foreign, to arouse either doubt, despair 
or derision. 


At a time when the State Department, of 
all public institutions, has the greatest op- 
portunity to give meaning to this war and 
to provide leadership in a new way of inter- 
national life, thig is nothing less than a 
historical tragedy. 


The State Department is in a central po- 
sition to contribute to leadership. It is 
likewise able, without moving, simply 
through inaction and lack of vision, to lay 
the dead hand on the progpects of change 
and to insure that after this war we merely 
get more of the same, This is precisely 
what is happening at the present time, 


Why has the State Department, at the 
very peak of its power and importance, fal- 
len into such a low esteem? 


A Strange Football Game. 


The department is one of the most Ineffi- 
cient organizations in the world. It is not 
run. It just jerks along. Foreign policy is 
in the hands of whichever one of two dozen 
higher officers is able at any” moment and 
by any means to seize the ball. But in the 
State Department there arg queer rules: 
when a player seizes the ball and makes 
for the goal line, all the members of his 
team are entitled to tackle him. And ag 
often as not, the ball is seized and not 
carried over any goal line but hidden under 
the back steps. 

The organization of the department is 
set up primarily on.the basis of day-to-day 
operations. It is a relic of the nineteenth 
century, when our foreign relations were 
relations between sovereigns and between 
foreign offices, concerned with a restricted 
number of subjects. 


The fate of an idea, a plan or a coherent 
program in the department ia forlorn in- 
deed. The department is simply not 
equipped to handle them, Ideas and plans 


} are occasionally launched, but even though 


their sponsors are séalous, they soon die 
from exposure and inattention. The entire 
department, from high offices to low, is so 
bogged down in routine paper work that 
there is little time and no established pro- 
cedure for consideration of ideas or plans. 


How Decisions Are Made. 


The paper work, the pulling and hauling 
even on minor matters, the endless drafts 
containing, more often than not, minor and 


‘personal preferences in wording—all this 


occupies the long hours of the officers of 
the department, wears hem down, saps 
their energies and their intellects. The sys- 
tem and the unanimity rule almost invari- 
ably tie decisions down to the views of the 
most conservative and stubborn among the 
higher officers. 


The chaos of this situation is magnified 
by the degp pefsonal animosities, profes- 
sional jealousies and ideological differences 
prevailing among the high officers. This 
leads to bad morale and lack of sense of re- 
sponsibility in the lower ranks, and to re- 
markable over-all inefficiency. 


The Secretary himself seta the pace and 
the tone, but these being at the speed and 
pitch of the trade-agreements progran#, the 
department finds itself without leadership 


when confronted with the requirements of 
major diplomacy. It is widely observed 
that the department's actions suffer from a 
two-year time lag. 

The Secretary, 
equal conservatism and caution, finds him- 
self continuously pushed by a few more 
vigorous subordinates who are conscious of 
the requirements of the times. Neverthe- 
less, the department in a very real sense is 
the Secretary of State. Its organization, its 
functioning and its policies are what he 
either wants or tolerates; no improvements 
can be made unless he wants them made. 


Suppression of the Facts, 


One of the gloomiest portents for democ- 
racy to be heard in this country for genera- 
tions is the State Department’s petulant 
and oft-repeated reply to critics—“Your State 
Department has all] the facts and you people 
haven't got them, and people had better 
stop talking about things when they haven't 
got the facts.” Why haven't the people got 
the facts? 
adopts the attitude that foreign relations 
are its exclusive preserve and refuses to 
give the people the facts. 


The attitude is prompted by the loftiest 


of motives, Those in authority strive only 
for “peace and international co-operation.” 
But they have their own meager estimate as 
to how much the American people can be 
trusted with the facts. 

There is a necessary area of secrecy in 
the conduct of foreign affairs. But that 
apea, especially in times of peace, should 
not be so large as the State Department 
makes it. The alternative to secrecy, in 
most cases, is a fully informed, intelligent 
public opinion and a discipline self-imposed 
by politicians. 


Isolated From the People. 


Departmental officers move in a sophist!- 
cated society, usually conservative political- 
ly and well-heeled economically, so that 
their thoughts are seldom disturbed by the 
urgings of most of the people of this coun- 
try. It is difficult, indeed, for the outside 
to make itself felt inside the department, or 
for individuals within to reach outside. 


Aloof and insulated, the State Department 
insists upon its infallibility. This attitude 
has grown almost into a mania. Sugges- 
tions are not welcomed and criticism even 
of a constructive kind Is deeply resented. 
Confront the State Department with a 
barrage of criticism such as it has been 
getting in recent months and the result is 
confusion and stalemate. 

It is not enough to have a statesman in 
the White House. We need statesmen in 
the State Department who can devote their 
entire attention to foreign policy, who will 
set a hard pace and a modern tone in inter- 
national relations, in keeping with the times, 
who will make of the department an effi- 
cient and effective institution. 

Only the President can see to it that this 
sort of leadership is provided to the most 
important of his exeoutive arms, It ig his 
plain duty to do so. Given vigorous and 
imaginative leadership, the possibilities for 
clearing out the deadwood and reforming 
the machinery for the conduct of foreign 
affairs are without limit.

Sources of Japanese Power 
Are Explained by a Writer 


“Why Japan Was Strong,” by John Patric. (Deuhie- 

day, Doran & Co., Garden City, N. Y.) 

FTER 21 months of war, the United 

States citizen is beginning to learn «@ 
little something about his enemy the Jap- 
anese. Those, for instance, who boasted 
on Dec. 7, 1941, “If thig isn’t over by Christ- 
mas, it'll just mean we'se playing with 
them,” are trying to find out just where 
they slipped up. 

John Patric has the answer from @ can- 
nery man on the West coast who was far 
sighted enough to say in 1934: “The Japa- 
nese are learning a helluva lot from us 
about the things we know more of than 
they do—but we're learning nothing what- 
ever from them.” 

Patric resolved to see for himself, and 
this book is his account of what he saw 
and heard on his trip to Japan nine years 
ago. He didn't trave] in the grand manner, 
but practically bummed his way into all 
the out-of-the-way places seldom, if ever, 
seen by the tourist. He found the peasants 
friendly, as he found all the Japanese who 
had not come under the influence of the 
war lords, 


But there he found the seeds of jealousy 
planted by the white men who disdained to 
“live in Japan as the Japanese do,” jealousy 
fanned by the nation’s memory “not of the 
disgrace of coming to have intercourse with 
the world, but the disgrace of having been 
FORCED open by foreign battleships.” 

He found a people educated toward re 
venge, impoverished by taxes levied for 
war. He found a country where nothing 
went to waste, even garbage and sewage 
going back to nourish the precious soil, 
where men were physically able to work 
twice the hours of most Americans. Be 
cause her population has been crowded 
since birth, in beds, in homes and in the 
nation, “a Japanese transport, ton for ton, 
can carry two or three times as many fully 
equipped troops as American vessels can, 
without reaching the saturation point where 
morale is wrecked. ... This ability to with- 
stand hardship is what will make them so 
difficult to dislodge from islands we have 
held to be uninhabitable.” 

- . . 

While Japan didn’t have many converted 
war plants, she fights with a secret weapon 
which makes her a formidable foe — her 
fanatical love for the Emperor. Even if 
her cardhoard houses are admittedly easy 
to burn, they can be easily reassembled, as 
the occupants only need a mat or so for 
furniture, but the fury of their resistance 
would be increased, not weakened. Only 
the concentrated bombing of production 
centers and submarine warfare against her 
shipping will defeat her, according to Patrice. 

The writer traveled to Korea, Manchouw- 
kuo and occupied China, where he saw the 
cruelty with which the Japanese treated 
the weak. But in defending the treatment 
of American prisoners, Patric insists that 
if they fare ill, it is because, according to 
Japanese standards, they are getting as 
much as. the natives, who must by now 
have tightened their belts many, many 


notches.

THE FASCINATION OF GREATNESS 


R. CHURCHILL lIunched 
with the Washington corre- 
spondents last week. At the 
end there were few among us who 
would not have agreed with the 
Lord Mayor of the -English city 
when he said in the dark days of 
1940 that a speech by the Prime 
Minister is like a week end in the 
fresh air. I donot remember a 
time when Wasnington so badly 
meeded fresh air. In fact, it needs 
@ gale of wind out of heaven to 
blow away the Gust, the cobwebs 
and the stinks of intrigue, vanity, 
jealousy and vindictiveness. 
Churchill’s remarks, which were 
given as answers to questions from 
the correspondents, cannot be 
quoted. In fact, he revealed no 
secrets and said nothing that is 
not already known to the attentive 
reader of the newspapers. Yet 
somehow he restored and re- 
freshed the faith and confidence 
of a corps of men whose duty it 
is to report and interpret the con- 
duct of the war.

We may well ask why and we 
may ask how. For Churchill is 
not only the Prime Minister of 
Great Britain. He is also the 
one certainly authentic exam- 
who moves among us. In these 
times which try men’s souls, we 
are not equal, but we have to learn 
to be equal to them. We may 
then remember the profound say- 
ing of Whitehead that “moral edu- 
cation is impossible without the 
habitual vision of greatness.” For 
Churchill’s special gift, which en- 
hances all the others, is his moral 
quality; he draws men out of their 
meaner selves and fascinates them 
with greatness. 

The fascination of Churchill is 
not merely in his wit, or even in 
his humor which keeps him so 
near to his fellow men, or in his 
genius for war. We may find it is 
his eloquence provided we do not, 
as Cardinal Newman said, “con- 
sider fine writing to be... a sort 
of ornament superinduced, or a 
luxury indulged in, by those who 
have time and inclination for such 
vanities.” Churchill’s eloquence is 
the man himself, and secret of his 
fascination is his magnanimity.

Grovs More Ample. 

T becomes more ample with the 

years. For when men age, they 
may grow vain, irascible and self- 
centered. Or they may grow wise, 
benign, compassionate and univer- 
sal. Churchill has aged well. At 
the pinnacle of his fame, we saw 
him the other day treating the 
humblest man asking the most 
impertinent question with that 
courtesy which only those display 
who really respect the dignity of 
other men. He does not talk down 
to other men, nor does he_ talk 
over them. He talks to them be- 
cause they have a right to know. 
Thus he rallies men to his stand- 
ard because he engages that which 
is noble in them. And even in his 
wrath against the enemy, which is 
awe-inspiring, there is not the 
malice of the small man but the 
chivalry of the good warrior. 

In these energies of the spirit, 
he radiates upon the cause in

That is why our spirits languish 
when their daily food is only the 
military communiques, press. re- 
leases and an absolutely intoler- 
able flood of gossip journalism, 
pipe-line journalism, and intrigue 
journalism, about who is in the 
dog-house now, and how the cour- 
tiers at the palace are planning to 
cut one another’s throats, and 
how misunderstood and unappre- 
ciated are those who hand out the 
dope to those who then lick their 
boots. 

The air is foul and stale with 
it all and, as we come to the 
climax of the war, the air must 
be cleared and cleansed. We have 
fallen into the vice which Chaucer 
called “the synne of accidie”’— 
that sloth and torpor of: the soul 
which makes us sliggish in the 
exercise of virtue. We spend our 
days pawing over the intrigues 
and machinations of little men. 
We have fallen to these depths 
because, though the nation is en- 
gaged greatly, it is denied the 
habitual vision of greatness. “They

Must Serve: Truth. 


HE springs of greatness in a 

public man lie finally, as they 
do in Winston Churchill, in 
the conviction that he must serve 
the truth and not opinion, that 
he must do what is right whether 
6r not he is sure to succeed. That 
was how in the darkest hours of 
1940 Churchill made the choice 
between honor and calculation. 
When none could calculate the 
future of Britain he settled the 
issue on the ground of honor and 
duty. 
This is the way of greatness. In 
the supreme moments of history 
terms like duty, truth, justice and 
mercy—which in our torpid hours 
are tired words—become the meas- 
ure of decision. We, unhappily, 
are acting as if we had forgoteéen 
them. We seem to be ashamed to 
utter them, in part because we 
tremble at the gibes of the 
Philistines, but in the main be- 
cause they are remote from our 
habitual feeling. 

Yet the outcome of this war will 
break men’s hearts if we allow 
ourselves to sink to the meaner 
measure of our conduct. We are 


too calculating, when what the 
anxious and suffering peoples cry 
out to us for is that we practice 
the elemental virtues and adhere 
to the eternal verities. They alone 
can guide us through the compli- 
cations of our days. The straight 
and righteous path’s the shortest 
and the surest.

he hammered a steel rod into it, 
tying them together. 

Others added more bracing, nail-

right stanchions and drew it tight

Bridge Takes Shape. 


OW came the coolie scene as 
N 20 ghirtless, sweating sol- 

diers to each of the long-spliced 
timbers carried and slid them 
out across the chasm, ‘ resting 
them on the two wooden spans just 
erected. They sagged in the mid- 
dle, but still the cable beneath 
took most of the strain. They laid 
10 of those across and the bridge 
began to take shape. Big stringers 
were bolted down, heavy flooring 
. was carried on and nailed to the 
stringers. Men built up the ap- 
proaches with stones. The bridge 
was almost ready. 

Around 11 a. m., jeeps had begun 
to line up at the far end of the 
tunnel, They carried reconnais- 
sance platoons, machine gunners 
and boxes of ammunition. They’d 
been given No. 1 priority to cross 
the bridge. 

First, Maj. Gen. Truscott arrived 
again and sat on a log talking 
with the engineering officers, 
waiting patiently. Around dusk of 
the day before, the engineers had 
told me they’d have jeeps across 
the crater by noon of the next day. 
It didn’t seem ‘possible at the 
time, but they knew whereof they

But even they will have to ad- 
mit it was pure coincidence that 
the first jeep rolled cautiously 
across the miracle bridge at high 
noon, to the very second. 

In that first jeep was Gen. Trus- 
cott and his driver, facing a 200- 
foot tumble into the sea if the 
bridge gave way.

But when he saw it 
was ready, the General just got 
in and went. It wasn’t done dra- 
matically but it was a sort of 
dramatic thing.

and measure the sag under each 
load. The bridge squeaked and 
bent as the jeeps crept over. But 
it held, and nothing else matters. 
When the vital spearhead of the 
division got across, traffic was 
halted and the engineers were giv- 
en three hours to strengthen the 
bridge for heavier traffic by in- 
serting a third heavy upright in 
the middle. 

That, too, was a terrific job, but 
at exactly 4 p. m. the first %-ton 
truck rolled across, and‘they kept 
putting over heavier and heavier 
loads until before dark a giant 
bulldozer was sent across, and aft- 
er that, everything could follow.

cles of smoke, so that they may 


settle readily, leaving the air clean 


and free from foreign material.” 

“This technique,” Sollner said, 
“may soon find wide application 
in the fight against the smoke 
nuisance and at the same time al- 
low the recovery of valuable and 
rare materials otherwise lost 
through the chimney,” 

Recalling that intense sound 
waves already are widely used in 
the detection of submerged objects 
in water, such as submarines and 
icebergs, Sollner said: 

“Early reports that high in- 
tensity sound waves may be de- 
veloped into ‘death rays’ or used 
to detonate explosives over long 
distances have .been shown to be 
entirely without foundation; nev- 
ertheless, they may find many ap- 
plications helpful in the war ef- 
fort.” 

For example, he said, the waves 
are used to test large metal cast- 
ings for cracks and holes fre- 
quently undetectable by usual 
X-ray methods. Gas bubbles or 
fissures prevent the regular trans- 
mission of the sound wave, and 
thus any irregularity in the sound 
transmission indicates a dangerous 
weakness, 


WAR REFUGEE AID GROUPS 
ADMITTED TO WAR CHEST 


Two nonsectarian agencies which 
have aided refugees from nearly 
every section in Europe have been 
admitted to the Greater St. Louis 
War Chest, Kirk H. Latta, general 
manager of the War Chest, an- 
nounced today. 

The agencies are the United 
States Committee for the Care of 
European Children, which brings 
orphaned or homeless European 
children to the United States and 
places them in homes where the 
children may adjust themselves to 
a normal life, and the Refuge Re- 
lief Trustee, an organization aid- 
ing refugees in this country and in 
neutral countries where many are 
stranded and escape is impossible. 
In Europe, the refugees are given 
emergency relief. In America, they 
receive vocational advice and train- 
ing, temporary loans and other 
assistance needed to resettle in a 
new country. 

“In Europe,” Latta said, “thou- 
sands of children under 15 years 
of age have been left homeless 
and alone because of the deporta- 
tion of their parents to labor and 
concentration camps. Many of these 
children, hiding in cellars and 
hovels, somehow manage to find 
their way into neutral countries 
where help can be given them.”

themselves to become fully en- 
gaged. — 

That is precisely the dilemma on 
the horns of which Eisenhower 
foresaw their impalement. -If he 
can hold them with his initial at- 
tacks until he can envelop and de- 
stroy them with his main attack 
(of which the Seventh Army may 
turn out to be the instrument) he 
has accomplished his objective. If 
they run away before this can hap- 
pen, they will have to begin run- 
ning now; or even now may be too 
late. 

All this will be good news to 
the Russians. 

They have not been too much im- 
pressed with what their British- 
American allies have done so far; 
but when those allies set out to 
make a meal of a dozen German 
divisions, with a good prospect of 
forcing the Germans to toss in 
another dozen to save the first lot, 
or to cover their retreat, then the 
effect may begin to be felt on the 
Dnieper and the Donets, where 
there are several German Army 
commanders each of whom could 
use a dozen divisions very nicely 
just at present. 

Thus we may be sure, that Gen. 
Eisenhower’s words will be most 
gratefully received in Russian mili- 
tary quarters, as evidence that at 
least a beginning is being made at 
the diversion of German land 
forces to other purposes than fight- 
ing the Russians or forming the 
general reserve which is the sup- 
port and last reliance of the Ger- 
man forces in Russia. Moreover, 
the Russians as well as the Ger- 
mans must realize that the events 
now taking place in Italy are only 
a beginning, and that other events 
of a nature even more shattering 
to German military hopes will un- 
doubtedly follow before many days 
have passed.

portend several changes in the 
methods of news gathering and 
handling in the future, says Wil- 
liam J. McCambridge, general 
manager of Press Association, an 
Associated Press subsidiary han- 
dling news for radio stations. 

The possibility of these poten- 
tial changes was considered yes- 
terday at the wartime conference 
of the Associated Press Managing 
Editors’ Association. 

McCambridge advised news ex- 
ecutives to “be alert $e the chang- 
ing conditions.” 

“The last time I was in Lon- 
don,” he said, “one of the press 
services there waseusing television 
to cover horse races, finding it 
faster than wires to the track. 
What is to prevent the develop- 
ment of television to the point 
where it can be used in court 
rooms or other ways? 

“Will the future managing edi- 
tor sit at his desk scanning the 
story as it is sent by television, 
while other newsmen in his office 
are writing the story from sets 
close by, and still in other offices 
cameramen will be making pic- 
tures? 2c” 

McCambridge said for several 
years he had advocated that news- 
papers get into the field of fre 
quency modulation, “not only be- 
cause it would tie them into the 
radio field but because of the 
latent advantages it eventually will 
give them in other fields tied up 
with the dissemination of informa- 
tion to the public.” 

“Today, in a short space of time 
and on an economical, basis, fac- 
similes of about anything can be 
transmitted and received. ... Any- 
thing of that nature must have 
some application to the press.”

NEW YORK, Sept. 10 (AP).— 
Arturo Toscanini had only one 
thought as he put down his baton 
last night at the close of his 
symphonic concert, “Victory, Act 
One,” celebrating the fall of Fas- 
cism. . 

“Will this be heard in Italy?” 
asked the maestro, tears filling his 
eyes. 

He was assured that it would be 
short-waved to his native country, 
where he once was beaten by Black 
Shirts for refusing to play the 
Fascist hymn, “Giovenezza.” 

Toscanini conducted the program, 
broadcast by National Broadcast- 
ing Co., with only his wife, son, 
two Italian servants, and Samuel 
Chotzinoff, N. B. C. musical di- 
rector, an old friend of the musi- 
cian, as the only outsiders per-

That Noise You Hear 
May Be a Fish Purring

ANY people have long held a prejudice 
against fish because they are so quiet. The 
silence of the finny tribesmen was felt to 
be the characteristic that made them fitter for 
food than for 
companionship. 
Would-be friends 
found it difficult to 
develop an attach- 
ment for goldfish in 
view of this other- 
wise very nice pet's 
inability—or unwill- 
ingness—to raise a 
little cain once in a 
while.

the late dispatches from the briny deep. The 
Fish and Wildlife Service, with its ear to the 
water, reports that fish make a lot of noise; they 
“actually grunt, purr, drum, grind their teeth;”

MOST PEOPLE have heard fish, if at all, make 
enly the most innocuous sounds. Fish will come 
to the surface, open their mouths, and take in 
gome air. When they do so, they make a sound 
that is on the order of bup bup. It is not much 
eof a sound; what might be termed a soupcon 
(soupspoon) of one. 

A fish in drydock will flap, making an empty, 
wet sound that is hardly worth the effort. Fish 
also make sounds when they jump out of the 
water. A goldfish makes an infinitesimal sound; 
imagination has to meet it more than half-way 
in order for it to be heard at all. A porpoise 
makes a pretty good-sized splash, jumping, as it 
does, entirely out of the water. A whale, of 
course, makes a whale of a noise. All these, 
however, come under the heads of splashing, 
plopping and threshing about. None of the 
sounds add anything to the way people feel about 
fish.

THE F. & Ww. Service has detected in fish a 
surprising degree of articulateness. Anyone who 
can make all these noises is equipped to deal, on 
better than a 50-50 basis, with almost any situa- 
tion that is likely to arise. Political races have 
been run successfully on no larger vocabularies. 
Whole lives have been happily pursued on a less 
expansive range of emotions. In fact, as long 
as motorists could travel as far and as fast as 
they liked, the emotion expressed in “honk, honk” 
has sufficed to carry many persons from the 
cradle to the grave, and without taking too long 
about it, either.

IT I8 INTERESTING to speculate whether fish 
make these sounds for the same reason people 
make them. Do they grunt when exerting them- 
selves, purr when contented (or maybe this is 
eats), drum when impatient, grind their teeth 
and say “grrr” when angry, go “honk, honk’ 
when they want to get by, and sound their “beep 
beep” just because they are in a mood to be silly? 
There is no reason for supposing they do not. To 
complete the picture, there is no reason for sup- 
posing that they do. 

The noise, however, is a sure shot. Fish are, in 
fact, such noisy creatures that they sometimes 
eonfuse submarine crews listening for the sound 
eof enemy propellers. That is why the F. & W. 
Service and the Navy have been making record- 
ings of fish noises—to enable submarine crews 


to tell, by ear, the difference between a hostile . 


warship and a neutral, or non-belligerent, whale. 
The noisiness of fish has thus been made a 
matter of records. 
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THE TOADFISH, or frogfish, or puffer, comes 
fn for special mention in the F. & W. report. 
The investigators were aware that this fish was 
“an important sound-producer,” but “were unpre- 
pared for the volume of its voice, which they said 
compared in intensity with a steamboat whistle.” 
As a major source of noise the toadfish, or 
steamboat whistle, seems unlikely, however, to 
effer much competition to the family next door. 
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NOW THAT fish have been shown up in their 
proper decibels, the interests of accuracy will 
require some about-faces in the language. We 
shall probably be obliged to refer to persons as 
being “open-mouthed as a clam,” or “noisy as an 
oyster.” Silence will no longer be fishy. Or 
anyhow, not as often.

Fascist, and this is a sober statement of fact, is the most sig- 
nificant figure of our times to have been put on the screen. 

The significance of the anti-Fascist fighter portrayed in 
the picture lies in this—that he was one of a number of lonely 
men fighting almost singlehandedly against the menace to the 
world’s future when the majority of people were content to 
be “at peace” with Hitlerism. Miss Hellman, who ‘wrote the 
play before this country went to war, saw her anti-Fascist as 
the arm and conscience of humanity. You might call the type 
Number One Hero of our times without straining the point. 
Lukas’ part is played with a blend of desperateness, fear and 
nevertheless purpose, that’s astonishingly moving and subtle 
in effect. 


Modern Hero Number One 

A resume, in its barest outlines, of the background of the 
story is as follows: Lukas, as Kurt Muller, an engineer, comes 
back to Germany from the trenches of World War J. He 
marries an American woman, Sara, played by Miss Davis. 
They have three children. Hitler rises to power; Kurt, a 
gentle quiet sort of person, wanders in a daze through scenes 
of murder in German streets organized and carried out by the 
Nazis in that rise to power. By 1936 he can stand the New 
Germany no longer. Recognizing the Nazis for the blight on 
the whole world they will become, he abandons his career 
eas an engineer and becomes a “professional fighter against 
Fascism.”. In underground movements in various countries of 
Europe and as a soldier in the Loyalist Army of Republican 
Spain he. prosecutes that fight. His wife and children, gently 
reared but sharing his insights, constitute his reserves. They 
fight beside him. 

The film itself opens with the arrival of the Muller family 
to the last refuge left to them, America. Their return is to 
Sara’s people, an old aristocratic American family of Wash- 
ington, D. C. Little by little, in the complexities of the devel- 
oping story, Muller’s background comes out. Muller has been 
followed to America by Nazi hatred. He is forced to kill 
@ man, and Sara’s family is forced by the significance of the 
event to realize that the killing is not a “murder” but a sen- 
tence. The film ends with Muller’s return to Germany to 
continue the fight. 

The persons in the cast are second only to Lukas in the 
brilliance of their performances. Miss Davis’ Sara is a figure 
of suffering and understanding exciting the keenest sympathy 
in the audience. George Coulouris as Count de Brancovis whom 
Lukas kills is the embodiment of evil through weakness, Lu- 
cille Watson's playing of Sara’s mother, Fanny Farrelly, is 
rich and abundant in its humanity. Others, equally excellent, 
are Geraldine Fitzgerald, Donald Woods, Henry Daniell and 
Beulah Bondi. A fat little boy, Eric Roberts, will be long 
remembered as Lukas’ son, Bodo, 


The War With Japan 

Best thing about “Behind the Rising Sun,” the Fox's 
presentation this week, is that it tells what’s back of the war 
mentality of the Japanese without indulging in a single in- 
stance of race baiting. From the book by James Young. 

The next best thing about the picture is that, having kept 
all its punches above the propaganda belt, it proceeds to knock 
the living daylights out of the racial premise held dear by the 
Sons of Heaven that they’re the world’s best herrenvolk, not 
even barring the Nazi cousins. 

The worst thing about the picture is a detail that seems 
phony, even though the studio vouches for the authenticity. 
The detail is a bout between a jiu-jitsu man and an American 
, boxer, which is won by the boxer. It is a thrilling enough 
bout, but the sports department writers inform the reviewer 
that a boxer can win such a mixed bout only if he lands a 
lucky first punch. The bout in the picture lasted several 
rounds, and the only lucky punch was the last, 

The story is told by the flashback method. It opens with 
the receipt by a Japanese father, J. Carrol Naish, of the ashes 
of his son, Tom Neal, who was killed by American aviators 
in action. It ends with the ceremonial suicide of the father, 
who concludes that he did wrong to the world by making 
an Imperialist of his son. “Behind the Rising Sun” is a pretty 
fair action yarn. -Also, it contains some genuinely shocking 
scenes of Japanese brutality in, China. Naish does a good 
job. Margo as the Japanese girl who dreams of America and 
a free life is highly appealing.

“Little Women,” one of 1933’s top tear jerkers, is back 
again. The Louisa M. Alcott opus, with Katharine Hepburn, 
Joan Bennett, Jean Parker and Frances Dee in the cast as the 
four “little women,” will open tomorrow night for a week's 
revival at the Art Theater, 3143 Olive street.

Sugar- 
stretching is another point in favor 
of these recipes, for with all their 
fine fruity flavor, plums combine 
much natural sweetness. 
Be sure you select firm plums,

side for plums have a way of go- 
ing “mushy” quickly. That means 
loss of flavor and pectin as well 
as less pleasant results in texture, 
The heavy rains at the time of 
fruit-setting this spring are partly 
responsible for the poor quality of 
all our fruits*this year so take a 
bite for the “taste-test” before you 
buy the basket of plums. 

If there’s any fruit that Is easier 
to can than plums, I haven't dis- 
covered it. Count one and one-half 
to two pounds of plums for each 
quart, and figure how many jars 
you will use. For each quart, you 
can figure three-fourths to one cup 
of syrup. Before you start wash- 
ing the plums, thoroughly wash the 
jars, get the lids and the water 
kettle ready. Also make up the 
syrup, I prefer “medium” syrup 
for plumés, with one cup of sugar to 
two cups of water, and set it on to 
boil, 

Wash the plums, prick each one 
several times with a needle to pre- 
vent bursting and pack them in to 
the hot, clean jars, Fill the jar to 
within one-half inch of the top 
with the boiling syrup and put on 
scalded lids according to the manu- 
facturer’s directions for the type 
of lid you are using. 


Set the jars into the almost boil- 
ing water in the hot water bath 


kettle and figure the processing 
time as soon as boiling begins. 
They take only 20 minutes of proc- 
essing, then as always, follow the 
manufacturer’s direction about 
completing the seal with the type 
of lid you are using. After 24 
hours of cooling, the canned plums 
are ready for the cool, dark stor- 
age shelves, 

Old-time recipes for pickled 
plums called for complicated work, 
with the plums going in and out 
of the pickling syrup. This stream- 
lined recipe takes little time an 
offers flavor that’s hard to beat. 
Here’s what you will need: six 
pounds of firm plums, three and 
one-half pounds of sugar, one pint 
vinegar. One may use whole 
spices tied in a cheesecloth bag 
and removed before bottling or 
ground spices, My preference is 
for the first suggestion. For it, 
use about four inches of stick 
cinnamon crushed into small pieces, 
one teaspoon of whole allspice and 
one tablespoon whole cloves, Using 
the spices ground, requires one 
tablespoon of cinnamon and one- 
half tablespoon each of the allspice 
and cloves.

Boil the vinegar, sugar and 
spices and then add the plums, 
washed and pricked with a needle, 
to the boiling mixture. Let them 
boil slowly or simmer for 30 min- 
utes. Pack the fruit into hot, 
sterile jars, and fil] the jars with- 
in one-half inch of the top with 
the boiling syrup, Seal at once 
with scalded lids. No processing 
is necessary for the fruit and vine- 
gar make a fine combination for 
safe storage. 

Plum preserves with the pits re- 
moved are worth the extra trouble 
I think, especially since it takes 
little effort to take them out. I 
wash the plums and remove the

SYDNEY, Australia (Delayed). 

T took us only two hours and 
[tn minutes to fly from the field 

at Melbourne to the field here, 
but we were above the clouds 
most of the way, so I was glad 
Wwe had seen the country on our 
previous flight. 

This had been an easy day be- 
cause we didn’t begin our rounds 
till we had fortified ourselves with 
a very good lunch at the hotel. At 
2:00 o’clock the press came and 
though I thought all the questions 
that could be asked had been 
they thought up some more 
an 
Then I was told that we had to go 
to our first engagement. 


We visited’ the’ Rea Cross Offi- 
cers Club, which was crowded 
with young fliers down on leave 
from New Guinea for a few days 
rest. Then we went on to a club 
run by the Americans in Sydney, 
with the help of their Australian 
friends, General Eichelberger 
found two young officers in whom 
he ig interested here, and intro- 
duced them, I noticed that both 
wore decorations. 

We spent a half hour at the 
club run by the Red Cross for 
Army and Navy nurses, and they 
gave us a cup of tea. The general 
sat surrounded by his Army girls, 
while Admiral Jones had the Navy 
girls draped around his chair. 

There are times when I think 


the world is a very small place 


and, at other times, it seems very 
large. This afternoon was one of 
the occasions when it seemed 
small, for one nurse looked up 
and said, “say hello to Pough- 
keepsie for me, Mrs. Roosevelt.” 1 
found she had been at St. Francis 
hospital there, and knew my sister- 
in-law, who is on the board of the 
hospital, 

Later, another girl said, “if you 
see Leo Casey, say hello for me. 
I knew him at the hospital in 
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still seemed full of them.. 


Syracuse, New York.” These girls 
revel in having comfortable beds 
without nets over them, real hot 
baths in tubs, and a chance to get 
hairdos. I tried to make some of 
them tell me of their experiences 
and they -were slow to speak of 
them, But gradually, one after an- 
other contributed s sémething to the 
picture of day to day heroism.

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or four cups of prepared plums 
make a syrup of one cup of water 
and two cups of sugar. After the 
syrup has boiled for a few minutes, 
lower the heat so’that it just sim- 
mers and add the fruit. Cook gent- 
ly until the fruit is tender and 
clear, Pack the fruit into sterilized 
jars, reheat the syrup to boiling 
point and fill at once to within 
one-half inch of jar tops. Seal im- 
mediately. 


Plum butter is a richly flavorful 
and colorful spread for bread and 
makes a delicious filling for layer 
cakes, besides being a favorite in 
our house for waffles and griddle 
cakes. Four pounds of plums is a 
good quantity to make at one time. 
Wash them and cook in water to 
just cover the fruit. Cover the 
kettle while they cook and when 
they are soft, put them through a 
food mill or press through a sieve 
or colander to remove the pits and 
skins. Measure the pulp and add 
two-thirds of a cup of sugar for 
each cup of pulp. Almost constant 
stirring is necessary to prevent 
scorching or burning as the mix- 
ture boils down to a thick, clear 
consistancy, Fill it into sterile jars 
immediately, within one-half inch 
of the jaf top and seal. Four 
pounds of plums usually make 
about six pints of plum butter. 


x *« * 

Canteloupe plum butter is an 
excellent variation of the plum 
butter recipe, it has an extra some- 
thing in the flavor that make it 
an extra special favorite. You'll 
need two large ripe canteloupes, 
three and one-half pounds of 
plums, sugar, light corn syrup and 
one-half teaspoon of salt. Wash 
and peel the canteloupes, then cut 
them open and remove the seeds 
and stringy parts. Dice the fruit 
in small pieces. Wash and pit the 
plums. You should have eight cups 
of each of the prepared fruits, to 
put in your. preserving kettle. Cov- 
er and cook for 30 minutes, stir- 
ring quite often to prevent scorch- 
ing. Next put the fruit through 
a food mill or coarse sieve.. Meas- 
ure the pulp into a kettle and for 
each cup add one-fourth cup of 
sugar and one-fourth cup of corn 
syrup, add the salt and mix well. 
Cook rapidly, stirring constantly 
until the mixture thickens. Fill it 
into hot sterilized jars, within one- 
half inch of the tops and seal at

OW do you shop for fruits 
Hens vegetables—by the pinch 

and poke method? If you do, 
you're helping to put good food 
into the garbage can. There are 
many visible characteristics which 
the housewife may use to be sure 
she is getting foods at their best. 
For example, today you'll go shop- 
ping for cauliflower, so look for 
these things — clean flowers that 
are creamy white; fresh-looking 
green leaves—not yellow; no visible 
spots—brown ones are caused by 
bruises and black specks indicate 
decay.

HERE are few principles in 
medical science as well and 
firmly established as that diph- 
theria can be prevented by inocu- 
lation. The inoculation should be 
made first when the child is nine 
months old and repeated by a 
stimulating dose at 5 or 6 years, 

I presume more human beings 
are protected against diphtheria 
in the United States today than 
against smallpox. 

The result has been to wipe 
diphtheria practically off the con- 
tinent of North America. In fact, 
this result has been so completely 
accomplished that it constitutes 
a brake on the continued use of 
the preventive measures. A whole 
generation has grown up who do 
not realize what the. horrors of 
diphtheria are. Our young par- 
ents today are of that generation. 
They are likely to say that all 
this talk about the danger of 
diphtheria is scare talk, that they 
never saw or heard of a case of 
diphtheria, so why should they 
submit their 9-months-old baby to 
this procedure? 

x * * 

SUCH A viewpoint is, as I say, 
perfectly natural under the cir- 
cumstances. It takes imagination 
to remember that diphtheria used 
to visit a neighborhood and with- 
in a week five or six funerals with 
the little caskets of children 3 
to 10 years old would make its 
visitation forever memorable. 

Where infectious diseases hide 
when they are no longer epidemic, 
I don't know and nobody does. 
But we know they do and if it 


“were not for our vigilance against 


typhoid fever, smallpox and diph- 
theria, they would again creep 
out of their minute hiding places 
and begin again their devasta- 
tion. History can be summoned 
to prove that over and over again, 

Eternal vigilance is the price of 
peace, and vou must have your 
nine-month hopeful inoculated 
against diphtheria. It will do him 
no harm, not even cause a flutter.

A few simple suggestions have 
been prepared for nurses by the 
National Foundation for Infantile 
Paralysis. 

It is well that eyery mother 
should be familiar with these sug- 
gestions given to nurses. 

1. Keep the patient in a quiet 
room out of drafts. 

2. Handle the patient as little as 
possible, Touching and moving the 
patient aggravate spasm. 

3. Always be sure hands are 
warm before touching patient. 

4. Warm bed pan or urinal be- 
fore giving to patient. 

5. Omit baths during stage ‘of 
painful spasm. When baths are 
given handle patient gently. Blot 
up moisture with towel. Don’t rub. 

6. Omit alcohol rubs. 

7. Allow patient to‘assume any 
position which is comfortable but 
as painful spasm is relieved grad- 
ually bring the body into normal 
alignment.

8. Use an air ring instead of a 
pillow under the head during the 
time there is difficulty in breath- 
ing and swallowing. 

9. In turning the patient give 
support to joints and avoid touch- 
ing muscle bellies, 

10. Never tire the patient by care 
being given. Stop care before pa- 
tient shows signs of fatigue. 

11. Observe and report promptly 
to physician any of the following 
symptoms: 

a. Retention of ‘urine, 

b. Constipation. 

ec. Difficulty in breathing, swal- 
lowing, talking. 

d. Accumulation of mucus. 

e. Increase or recurrence of 
spasm. Some of the signs which 
indicate presence of spasm are 
shortening of muscles causing the 


creases, sulci or bony prominences, 
absence or diminution of skin 
folds, prominence of muscle ten- 
dons, and flatness of muscle bel- 
lies, pain. 

The following list of rules is es- 
pecially directed to parents: 

a Se @ 

1. Keep the covers from touch- 
ing the patient’s body by draping 
them over the footboard or using a 
bed cradle or other support. 

2. Allow patient to lie in the po- 
sition which is most comfortable 
for him. As the pain is_relieved 
the nurse will teach you how to 
place him in the normal position. 

3. Scrub your hands thoroughly 
after giving any care. to the 
patient. The nurse will show you 
how to protect the patient, your 
family, and yourself in giving care. 
This instruction will include 
method of disinfection of stools 
and disposal of stools and nasal 
discharges in accordance with di- 
rections given by your physician, 

We do not know of any drug or 
serum that will cure infantile pa- 
ralysis, Already the sulfa drugs 
have been tried and. have not 
seemed to be more promising than 
other drugs in their attack on this 
virus condition. The new drug 
called penicillin has not yet been 
tried on infantile paralysis — at 
least cases have not yet been re- 
ported in the medical’ magazines. 

The use of splints, frames and 
plaster casts in the care of early 
cases of infantile paralysis has 
been largely replaced by the so- 
called Kenny method, 

Not all patients recover com- 
pletely .even with this method. 
Apparently many more recover 
completely with the Kenny method 
than used to recover when the af- 
fected parts of the body were kept 
almost wholly under the control of 
splints, frames or plaster casts 
early in the disease,

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400,000 FEWER AT WORK 
IN AUGUST, CENSUS REPORTS 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 10 (AP). 
—Employment declined by 400,000 
persons between July and August, 
the Census Bureau reported yes- 
terday, and, for the first time 
since Pear] Harbor, failed to show 
an increase over the total of the 
corresponding month of the pre- 
vious year. 

The number of workers in the 
second week of August was placed 
at 53,900,000 compared with 54,- 
300,000 a month previous and 
54,000,000 for the same period of 
1942. The number of unemployed 
dropped from 2,200,000 in August, 


was a decrease of 200,000 from 
July. 

The decline in the total labor 
force from July to August, the 
bureau said, was almost entirely 
among persons less than 20 years 
of age. The drop was attributed 
to military inductions and with- 
drawal of young workers from the 
labor force, either to return to 
school or because the peak sum- 
mer demand had passed. 


‘UNRESTRAINED ENTHUSIASM’ 
RESPONSE IN WAR LOAN DRIVE 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 10 (AP).— 
First response to the Treasury’s 
15-billion-dollar Third War Loan 
appeal has been “unrestrained en- 
thusiasm,” the department report- 
ed today. 

Although Italian surrender was 
accorded much credit for the sud- 
den surge in bond buying, officials 
said scattered reports indicated 
that many communities had topped 
their quotas before the latest Allied 
success became known and hence 
before the drive even opened offi- 
cially. 

The Treasury indicated it would 
have no preliminary totals until 
tomorrow.
